It assumes authority in all 
territories over all land, naval. and 
air forces which so far were under 
the orders either of the French 
National Committee or under those 
of the civil and military Commander: 
in-Chief. 
_ “The Committee will hand over 
its powers to the French Provisional 
Government, which will be consti- 
tuted according to: the law of the 
Republic as soon as the liberation 
of the metropolitan territory of 
France will allow of it, and at the 
latest when the total liberation of 
France is achieved. 
“The Committee will pursue, in 
clese collaboration with all Allies, 
the common fight, with the aim of 
completely freeing French and Allied 
territories. until total victory over all 
enemy Powers is achieved. 
“The Committee binds itself 
solemnly to restore all French 
liberties, the laws of the Republic 
and the Republican régime, by de- 
stroying completely the régime of 
arbitrary and personal powers that 
is at present being imposed on the 
country.” 
One of the points still to be 
decided is General Giraud’s status as 
C.-in-C. 
General Nogues, Resident General 
of Morocco; General Mendigal, Air 
General in North Africa, and Gcnera. 
Bergeret, Air General in West 
Africa, and former Vichy Air 
Minister, and all of them Giraudists, 
are to go.—(Reuter.)
